a general peace settlement. 
The French government has 
banned arms shipments to Is­ 
rael. 
The French Cabinet, meeting 
today under President Charles 
de Gaulle, discussed the Middle 
East situation and the Soviet 
memorandum outlining a possi­ 
ble basis for a solution. Infor­ 
mation Minister Joe* Ie Theule 
later told newsmen the Western 
Big 
Three 
were 
consulting 
through diplomatic channels on 
their reply to the Russian pro­ 
posals. 
Le Theule did not indicate 
whether all three planned an 
identical reply. 
Asked 
about 
reports 
that 
France has promised military 
assistance to Lebanon in case of 
attack, Le Theuie declined to 
answer directly, but said: “ In 
deciding the embargo on arms 
shipments to Israel, France con­ 
siders that it served Lebanon’s 
interests.” 
Prem ier Maurice Couvc de 
Murville told a Frence televi­ 
sion interviewer today it was 
too much to hope tor peace in 
the Middle East through direct 
negotiations between Arabs and 
Israelis, and, for this reason, 
the Big Four should intervene to 
put an end to the crisis.

MOSCOW (A P )— Four rookie 
Soviet cosmonauts, riding Soyuz 
4 and Soyuz 5, began maneuver­ 
ing in space today for perhaps 
the world’s first crew transfer 
in orbit. 
' A telecast from aboard Soyuz 
5 reported about an hour after 
its launching today that the 
“ splendid” craft was function­ 
ing normally and the three-man 
crew was feeling fine. 
Earlier cosmonaut Vladimir 
Shatalov, flying alone in Soyuz 
4, reported all was well aboard 
his craft. Shatalov was launched 
about 24 hours before his com­ 
panion ship. 
There were unconfirmed re­ 
ports in Moscow that the two 
ships would link up, and one of 
the men from Soyuz 5 would 
climb aboard Soyuz 4. As usual, 
space officials kept silent on 
plans for the four-man mission.

Cincy Workers 
Defy Court, 
Go On Strike 


CINCINNATI (AP) — About 
1,800 non-uniformed city work­ 
ers defied a court order and 
went on strike today against 
this city of a half million pop­ 
ulation. 
The strike started officially at 
midnight and by 6 a.m. pickets 
were marching at City Hall and 
at other locations. 
The first trouble came even 
before the strike started. A wa­ 
ter main broke in the Delhi 
Hills area about l l p.m. and the 
residents were left without wa­ 
ter although it had been under­ 
stood workers would take care 
of any emergency problems. 
The plans of about 2,000 non­ 
union city employes remained 
in doubt with the prospect of 
picket lines. 
City officials shifted to an 
emergency plan they said would 
keep garbage collections going 
and maintain operations of the 
city waterworks. 
The strike was called less I 
than 24 hours after Judge Louis 
Schneider of Hamilton County 
Common Pleas Court issued a 
permanent injunction barring a 
walkout. 
The decision to go ahead with 
the strike followed a meeting 
of the non-uniformed city work­ 
ers belonging to the municipal 
workers union. 
Police and firemen are not 
involved in the strike although 
they figure in it indirectly. 
The city granted police and 
firemen wage increases of nine 
per cent but offered the non- 
uniformed workers six per cent 
or $400 annually. The non-uni­ 
formed workers have objected, 
saying their pay raise should 
match that given the police and 
firemen. 
Their contract with the city 
expired Jan. I. They originaLy 
planned to strike last Sunday 
midnight but delayed it for 48 
hours after Judge Ralph B. 
Kohnen issued a temporary re­ 
straining order to halt the walk­ 
out.

President Urges More Reforms 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson has advised the 
Democratic majorities of House 
and Senate to give a sympathet­ 
ic hearing to President-elect 
Nixon’s program but to push 
ahead resolutely with legislation 
for social reforms. 
Johnson, who sends a $195.3 
billion budget to Congress to­ 
day, said in a sentimental fare­ 
well to the nation Tuesday night 
that the prospects for peace in 
Vietnam are better now than 
they have been in the four years 
since Hanoi sent regular troops 
into the South. 
But 
Vietnam 
was 
quickly 
passed over in Johnson’s 44- 
minute final report on the State 
of the Union, a prosperous na­ 
tion that sorely needs, he said, 


to repair urban blight, end ra ­ 
cial discrimination, improve ed­ 
ucational 
opportunities 
and 
guarantee 
the 
safety 
of 
its 
streets. 
While reminiscenses of his 38- 
year attachment to Capitol Hill 
were the order of the night dur­ 
ing his nationally televised and 
broadcast sentiment at a joint 
session of Congress, Johnson 
had some cogent advice to his 
fellow Democrats aud support­ 
ers who led the applause that in* 
terrupted his speech 53 times. 
At the end Johnson urged the 
national bipartisanship that be 
practiced as Senate majority 
leader wheu Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower was president but which 
the Republicans gave him on a 
hit-and-miss basis. 


But, having said that, Johnson j 
went on to outline to bis Demo­ 
cratic listeners—and such Re-1 
publicans as might take note—a 
broad program of social ad­ 
vancement calculated to write a 
party 
record 
for 
the 
1970 
congressional elections and a 
challenge to Nixon’s re-election 
in 1972. 
Johnson, who was said to 
have consulted Nixon the major 
points of his speech, called for: 
—A 13 per cent over-all in­ 
crease in Social Security bene­ 
fits, with attendant increases In 
payroll deductions. During the 
campaign Nixon called for link­ 
ing benefit increases with the 
cost of living.

—Reorganization and revitali­ 
zation of the antipoverty pro­ 
gram, continuing it “until we 
have broken the back of poverty 
in our land.” 
—Implementation of the Fair) 
Housing act aud extension of* 
provisions of the Voting Rights 
Act. 
—A full $300 million appropre j 
ation to carry out the Safe 
Streets Act and legisation to re­ 
quire the licensing and registra­ 
tion of firearms. 
—An increase in congression­ 
al salaries from the present 
$30,000 a year to $42,500.

LBJ Submits $195.3 Billion Budget, Urges SS Hike

WASHINGTON I AP) — Pres!- 
dent Johnson submitted a fare­ 
well 
$195.3 
billion 
spending 
budget today with a $9.4 billion 
surplus achieved through a pro­ 
posal to extend the IO per cent 
income surtax until June 30, 
1970. 
He used his final budget mes­ 
sage to Congress to extoll the 
achievements of his administra­ 
tion and to recommend ’new 


government benefits for mil­ 
lions of Americans. 
His niost striking, new propos­ 
al was for legislation to increase 
social security benefits an aver­ 
age 13 per cent with higher pay­ 
roll levies to pay for them. 
Declaring that the record of 
his five years in the White 
House “is an impressive one," 
Johnson said: 
“ We have witnessed periods 
of 
unprecedented 
economic 
growth, with expanded produc­ 


tion, rising standards of living, 
and the lowest rates of unem­ 
ployment in a decade and a 
half. 
“Our 
military forces today 
are the strongest in the world, 
capable of protecting the nation 
against any foreseeable chal­ 
lenge, or threat. 
“ Last month saw man’s first 
successful flight to the moon. In 
domestic matters, the legisla­ 
tive and executive branches, 
cooperatively, have forged new 


tools to open wider the doors of 
opportunity for a better life for 
ail Americans.” 
The President said there had 
been “ a record-breaking period 
of prosperity” for the last eight 
years covering his administra­ 
tion and that of John F. Kenne­ 
dy. 
This had brought, he said, an 
adjusted for price increases, 
creation of JO million more jobs, 
and a $24 billion rise in corpo­ 
rate profits after taxes. 


But Johnson said recent sharp 
price rises underscored the need 
for a stronger effort to control 
inflation. He said this was one 
important reason for his propo­ 
sal to continue the surtax. Tile 
other, he said, was uncertainty 
over the Vietnam war. 
Though expressing hope that 
the Paris talks will bring peace, 
Johnson said it was still neces­ 
sary to provide funds to contin­ 
ue the war through 
the 
next 
year.

Still, his proposed outlay 
of 
$25.7 billion for Vietnam in fis­ 
cal 1970 was a reduction of $3.5 
billion from the current year. 
Should the w ar taper off sud­ 
denly, Johnson said, it might be 
possible to make a different de­ 
cision on the surtax. He recom­ 
mended 
that 
President-elect 
Nixon be given power to elimi­ 
nate it or reduce it as develop­ 
ments warrant, subject 
to 
a 
Congressional veto. 
The budget sent to the Capitol 


today covers the 12 months be­ 
ginning July I. The figured and 
programs finally agreed upon 
will be the result of negotiations 
between a Congress controlled 
by Johnson’s Democratic party 
and officials of the Republican 
administration which takes of­ 
fice Monday. 
Nixon could submit broad new 
budget 
recommendations 
or 
could content himself with pie­ 
cemeal suggestions for changes.

5,000 men as the “Big E”, had 
launched one flight of planes 
and was preparing to send off a 
second group armed with live 
bombs and rockets.

There was another 
explosion and the man who had 
the end of the fire hose'wasn’t 
there any more.” 
At a dockside news confer­ 
ence following the arrival of the 
Enterprise, Navy officials said 
there were at least IO explo 
sions. Most of the missing ap­ 
parently were blown off the 
deck into the sea. 
“I 
saw 
people 
physically 
blown out of the area where the 
fire started and get up and go 
back in,” said Chief Warrant 
Officer Jim Helten, 36, of San 
Diego, Calif. “There was multi­ 
tudes of heroism.” 
When the fire was "finally 
brought under control, nearly 
three hours after it began, Hel­ 
ten found that a piece of metal 
hid been blown into his right 
leg. His injury was not serious. 
“I heard the first explosion 
and saw a big bali of flame,” 
said Larry Upchurch, 25, of Dal­ 
las, Tex., a flight deck chief. “I 
started toward the area and was 
blown down by the second ex­ 
plosion.” 
A search of the disaster scene 
for possible survivors was* car­ 
ried on by the Navy picket ship 
Stoddard the destroyer Rodgers 
and by Navy and Coast Guard 
aircraft. 
The blasts tore three large 
holes in the deck.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Gov. James A. Rhodes has 
promised a vigorous fight, if 
needed, in the Legislature for 
his vocational aud technical 
education program. 
Rhodes appealed for bi-parti­ 
san support tor tee program 
during remarks at a legislative 
dinner sponsored by the local 
Chamber of Commerce and 
Franklin County members of 
tee Legislature. 
He said the lack of technical 
training has been “breeding a 
decadent society” in the state 
and added that “We cannot pro­ 
gress on unemployment creat­ 
ing social ills.” 
Rhodes said ha is not so con­ 
cerned about a band of youths 
taking over a university build­ 
ing ae he is about tea thousands 
of high school dropouts. 
The governor gave a broad 
endorsement to a report deliv­ 
ered last waak by his Task 
Force on Vocational and Tech­ 
nics! Education. That group 
called for beefed up technical 
education, revision bf tea edu­ 
cation administration setup and 
some now tex programs to fi­ 
nance more and bettor voca­ 
tional training. 
Among the recommendations 
was a one per cent gross re­ 
ceipts tax expected to raise $11 
milliou 
for .education. 
This 
brought strong reaction yester­ 
day from the Ohio State Coun­ 
cil of Retail Merchants which 
pledged to fight any attempt to 
establish such a tax.

NEW YORK (AP) - Even if 
you’re bald, read on. This is 
about 'hair. 
In New York, the U.S. Court 
cl Appeals held that the army 
can’t call Thomas C. Smith, 26, 
a long haired musician, to ac­ 
tive duty solely because his 
crowning glory is down to his 
Shoulders. 
In Winston-Salem, 
N.C., 
a 
judge ruled that nobody with a 
beard or long sideburns could 
hold a' job in his court. 
And in Gastonia, N C. there’s 
Nina Merrill, who is wearing a 
wig against her will. 
Smith, a member of a group 
called 
The 
Laffin’ 
Giraffe, 
joimed’an Army Reserve unit at 
Jamestown, N.Y., last January, 
and collected an array of “unsa­ 
tisfactory” ratings because of 
his hair. 


Smith’s manager wrote say­ 
ing, Smith’s hairdo “collectively 
represents the style of the group 
and portrays an image to the 
public” 
Army regulations permit long 
hair if it is essential to a re­ 
serve’s civilian job, the New 
York appeals court record said, 
but the letter wasn’t filed with 
Smith’s personnel records and 
he was ordered to cut his hair 
or leave the reserves. 
When he didn’t, he was or­ 
dered to active duty. 
The court of appeals sent the 
case back to U.S. Dist.

SPRINGFIELD, Ohio (AP) - 
Wittenberg 
University, 
faced 
with a walkout of most of its 
45 Negro students, has invited 
a federal agency to take a look 
at the school’s racial policies. 
Negro students left the,cam­ 
pus Tuesday in protest of the 
university’s response to their de­ 
mands. 
The Negro students asked for 
increased 
Negro 
enrollment, 
more Negro faculty members, 
recognition to two Negro holi­ 
days and establishment of an 
all-Negro housing unit, among 
other things. 
The university replied that it 
would not engage in “system­ 
atic and arbitrary exclusion or 
inclusion of people because of 
their race. ’’ 
The university added: “By 
this we mean that the question 
of race has no bearing on the 
recruitment, selection, retent­ 
ion or graduation of students 
. . . or faculty members . . . or 
other employes.” 
After the Negro students de­ 
parted, saying they were going 
to the Afro-American Institute 
at nearby Yellow Springs, the 
university said it had invited the 
Office for Civil Rights to assess 
the school’s program. The OCR 
is a wing of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 


Goes Unnoticed Once Again 


BALTIMORE. MD. (AP)—De­ 
spite the valiant efforts of Jef­ 
fry Amdur, Millard Fillmore 
Day has once again come and 
gone —unnoticed. 
Fillmore, in case you’ve for­ 
gotten, was the 13th President 
of the United States. And if you 
have forgotten, Jeffrey Amdur 
and his Society for the Glorifica­ 
tion of Millard Fillmore haven’t. 
Fillmore, for example, says 
Amdur, was “The only 13th 
President we ever had. That in 
itself was significant.” 
Amdur, a soph more at Loyola 
College in Baltimore, helped 
found the society two years ago 
when he was a high school sen­ 
ior because he just thought that 
“Millard Fillmore deserves bet­ 
ter.”

“The 
questions now are when and 
how many?” 
This need not necessarily rep­ 


resents weakening of the allied 
military posture. 
One critic believes that the 
American troop commitment of 
more than 500,000 men could be 
cut by one-third, and yet in­ 
crease the performance by 25 
per cent. He asserts that the 
layering of headquarters el- 
ments, the comparitively soft 
living in rear areas, has led to a 
multiplicity of facilities. 
He believes also that the U.S. 
commitment could be reduced 
without increasing pressure on 
the Vietnamese army. 
Those who favor an American 
cutback believe Vietnam looks 
like an interminable, open-end 
ed, nonproductive commitment 
to most Americans. 
A cutback in forces would al­ 


leviate that condition, they be­ 
lieve, by giving a goal. 
But once the initial cuts were 
made, the rest would come 
slow. 
Most knowledgeable 
Ameri­ 
cans say that if the United 
States decides to fight and not 
talk in Vietnam, U.S. troops can 
be thinned to a minimum of 
200.000 within four years, and 
100.000 within IO years, with 
those 100,000 based here indefi­ 
nitely. 
And American dead, which in 
1968 doubled the total of dead of 
all previous years in Vietnam to 
30,551 by year’s end, could be 
expected to continue but in di­ 
minished proportions. 
Even with the best prospects, 
a complete peace with both 


IO 
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sides agreeing to withdraw, and 
all terms okayed, it would take 
12 to 18 months for all American 
units to move out of Vietnam in 
an orderly fashion, experts in 
the logistics field say. 
That America can diminish 
her efforts in the war is a propo­ 
sition based on two assumptions 
— that the Vietnamese army 
will improve, and that the Ha­ 
noi-led armies will disintegrate. 
Many senior Americans have 
expressed belief that the Viet­ 
namese armed forces are get­ 
ting better, and observations in 
various actions bear this out. 
But it is the transformation of a 
once nearly defeated army to an 
improving army, not yet to a 
winning army, that seems to be 
taking place. Important visitors 
still have to be flown 400 miles 


to Hue to see a good Vietnamese 
division, the 1st, in action. And 
this division has fought all year 
with the help of three American 
divisions — the 101st and the 1st 
Cavalry Divisions, and the 3rd 
Marine Division — using their 
massive firepower and air sup­ 
port.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson told Congress to­ 
day the biggest share of the 
$11.6 billion increase in his fis­ 
cal 1970 budget over the current 
year will go for domestic social 
programs. 
* He said that $4.5 billion of the 
increase is allocated to pro­ 
posed Social Security expansion, 
to be financed by a major boost 
in payroll deduction*. 
Another $3.4 billion will go1 
into other major social pro-', 
grams in the fields of housing, 
education, health and job train­ 
ing. 
The onlyother big item in the 
increase is $2.8 billion for a fed­ 
eral pay raise. National de­ 
fense, by far the biggest sege- 
ment in the total budget, will go 
up $500 million. 


Nevertheless 
thb 
President 
and his budget director, Charles 
J. Zwick made it clear that 
they had been forced to drasti­ 
cally 
hold down 
funds 
for 
domestic programs. 
The inflationary trend in tile 
economy and the Vietnam war 
dictated a tight budget, they 
said. 
As an example, Johnson again 
allocated $1.2 billion to Title 
One programs for aid to schools 
with large numbers of low-in- 
come pupils. Congress has au­ 
thorized more than double the 
President’s 
allotment, 
and 
school 
superintendents 
have 
said they could use three or four 
times as much as Johnson al­ 
lowed. 
In another field, Johnson pro 
posed $214 million for grants to 


help cities build waste treat-1 
ment plants to control water! 
pollution. Members of Congress 
who have been struggling with 
this problem, notably Sen. Ed­ 
mund 9. Muskie, D-Maine, have 
said more than $1 billion is 
needed by 1970. 
The President’s Social Securi­ 
ty proposals would give a basic 
IO per cent hike to all 25 million 
persons now on the rolls, white 
to those receiving the minimum 
$55 monthly payment would get 
a 45 per cent increase to $80. 
In addition, Johnson would ex­ 
tend medicare to two million 
disabled persons regardless of 
their age. 
The President said federal ed­ 
ucation outlays would increase 
from $9 billion in the current 
year to $9.8 billion in 1970 under 


his budget, while health spend*! 
ing would jump from $16.3 bU-1 
lidn to $18.3 billion. 
Johnson said that about 12 
million persons had moved out 
of poverty status in his five 
years in office, but 22 million 
Americans still need help, he 
said, and the new budget con­ 
tains $27.2 billion to aid the 
poor. 
He provided funds for a dou­ 
bling of the jobs program for 
disadvantaged person* in 1970 so 
that 140,000 would be trained 
with the aid of private industry. 
In the health field, Johnson 
urged Congress to pass a new 
program aimed at lowering in­ 
fant mortality - rates. It would 
provide prenatal care for the 
mother and continue medical 
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care for the child through its 
first year. 
The President also proposed a 
$30 million increase for food as­ 
sistance programs, and urged 
expansion 
of 
unemployment 
compensation coverage, along 
with an increase in both the 
amount and duration of weekly 
payments. 
The President allocated $750 
million for grants for Model Cit­ 
ies, a major program developed 
by his administration to clean­ 
ing up large areas of urban 
blight. 
In one of his few recommenda­ 
tions for new legislation, he pro­ 
posed creation of an urban de 
velopment bank to provide low 
cost financing for public im­ 
provements in cities and towns.

One estimate put the value of 
the cargo at $250,000, but no one 
really was counting. 
“There never has been such 
an outpouring,” said Richard 
Weston, a Biafra Christmas 
Ship Committee aide. 
The International Longshore­ 
men’s Association, on strike for 
three weeks, put its men to 
work loading the ship. 
“They allowed volunteers on 


the pier to unload the trucks. 
The carpenters crated a fluoro­ 
scope some doctor donated. Ev­ 
erybody on the waterfront has 
gone out of their way. It’s the 
first time I’ve seen anything 
like this,” said Edward F. Gur­ 
ley, vice president of the Kerr 
Steamship Co., which handled 
the Forra without charge.

because the Emory University 
student was not taken out of the 
state of Georgia during her or­ 
deal. 
Belt said federal authorities

half of the state of Georgia.” 
Miss Mackle appeared before 
the DeKalb County grand Jury 
Monday along with her mother 
and her father, Robert Mackle, 
multimillionaire friend of Presi­ 
dent-elect Nixon.

His proposal for 13 per cent 
average boost in Social Security 
would include a basic IO per

Johnson’s 
budget 
figures 
showed a great improvement in 
the government’s financial pic­ 
ture for the current year, fiscal 
1969, as well as the next. 
A year ago he estimated an $8 
billion deficit for 1969 but bis 
new budget projects a $2.4 bil­ 
lion surplus as well as the $3.4 
billion surplus for 1970. 
, 
Part of this resulted from a 
booming economy which led to 
higher incomes and thus higher 
income tax yields than original­ 
ly forecast, and part from the $6 
billion cut in federal spending 
ordered by Congress when it 
passed the surtax. 
Johnson emphasized his belief 
that the extension of the surtax 
was essential for a balanced 
budget in the next year. 
He said its continuation along 
with extension of present excise 
tax rates on autos and telephone 
service, would bring in an addi­ 
tional $9.5 billion in 1970. 
Actually, the surtax will yield 
considerably more revenue than 
that in 1970 because $4.7 billion 
will be collected by the Treas­ 
ury in that year from surtax 
levies chargeable to income 
earned before this June 30 but 
not actually paid until after July 
L 
The IO per cent telephone ex­ 
cise and the 7 per cent auto levy 
are scheduled to drop to 5 per 
cent each Jan. I, 1970. Johnson 
recommended that the present 
rates be kept for another year. 
He renewed a previous recom­ 
mendation for various transpor­ 
tation user taxes to bring in an 
additional <$400 million a year. 
One of these would raise the air 
passenger ticket tax from 5 to 7 
per cent. 
Johnson said the higher Social 
Security taxes would yield an 
extra $1.7 billion in revenue. But 
this would be offset almost ex* 
actly by the $1.6 billion his pro* 


posed benefit increases would 
cost in 1970. 
Even though he 
projected 
smaller outlays for Vietnam in 
the year ahead, the President 
included in his budget a slightly 
increased overall defense total, 
$81.5 billion for 1970 as com­ 
pared with $81 billion in th e 
present year. 
Thus military spending would 
account for more than 41 per 
cent of his budget. 
In explaining the $11.6 billion 
increase in the spending total 
projected for the next year as 
compared with fiscal 1969, John­ 
son said he faced many uncon 
boilable items iii drawing up 
the budget. He listed $8.6 billion 
of such items including: 
—$2.9 billion for payments un 
der Social Security, Medicare 
and other social insurance pro 
grams as more people become 
eligible for benefits and costs 
rise. 
—$2.8 billion for a pay in­ 
crease previously promised fed­ 
eral employes. 
—$1.6 billion for relatively 
fixed charges such as interest 
on the federal debt, veterans 
benefits, and public assistance. 
—$1.3 billion for outlays aris­ 
ing out of prior year contracts 
for such things as highways, ed­ 
ucation facilities, and health 
and 
community 
development 
programs. 


As in previous budgets, John­ 
son insisted the amount he was 
recommending “ represents our 
minimum requirements to fill 
urgent needs at home 
and 
abroad.” 
Increases are focused on “ur­ 
gent national problems— inade­ 
quate educational opportunities, 
slum housing, increased crime, 
urban congestion and decay, 
pollution of our air and water, 
lack of proper health care, and 
hunger and malnutrition.” 
Johnson said he carried out 
fully the $6 billion expenditure 
cut which the 1968 Congress or 
dered him to make. 
Actually, he reported, pro­ 
grams covered by the law were 
slashed $8.4 billion. But items 
not covered, chiefly the Viet­ 
namese war, increased in cost 
by $6 billion over his estimates 
of a year ago, he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Fred 
H arris shouldered the dual bur­ 
dens of U. S. senator and Demo­ 
cratic* national chairm an today 
and set out in pursuit of party 
strength, $9 million and—just 
possibly—a run at the White 
House.

Oklahoma sharecropper, 
who 
rose in four years to m ember­ 
ship in the Senate Establish­ 
ment, was unanimously elected 
party chairm an Tuesday at a 
meeting of the national commit­ 
tee. 
His selection to succeed the 
resigning Lawrence F. O’Brien 
had been a foregone conclusion 
since Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey, as titular head of 
the party, publicly gave H arris 
his support over the weekend. 
“ We m ust have support from 
all 
representative 
groups 
of 
A m ericans,” 
H arris 
told 
the 
committee. “That will be one of 
our first tasks—to m eet our first 
test in the congressional elec­ 
tions of 1970.” 
“ Look to the suburbs!” was 
O’Brien’s 
departing 
advice. 
“T hat’s where 
many of our 
Dem ocrats have gone.” 
Humphrey urged the commit­ 
tee to press for massive elector­ 
al reform s and—with an obvious 
eye on the party’s $9 million 
deficit— 
stressed 
revision of 
cam paign spending laws. 


He tabbed Harris* a “young;. 
promising” prospect for the 197g 
presidential nomination—a pos­ 
sibility that could pit Humphrey 
against a man who was his Sen-* 
ate protege and co-captain of 
his unsuccessful 1968 campaign.

Although H arris will pick a 
fulltime executive director, both 
will need considerable energy to 
overcome Democratic vulnera* 
bility in 1970 when they have 25 
Senate seats at stake and must 
protect their House m ajority.
